The buaks are rigged out in their best 
clothes, and their hats are adorned 
with gaudy ribbons and feathers, 
while the squaws wear white cal- 
icoes, and have their raven-bued 
tresses adorved with red, blue, 
— or yellow bandkerchiefs. No 

ashees are permitted to joio in 
the dance—in fact, it would not be 
safe for them to attend it, as the 
Piutes are their hereditary enemies. 

At the close of the frolic all of 
them who have horses will to 
the nut- piue ranges in the southern 
part of the county to harvest the 
nuts, which are quite plentiful this 
season, Lears ago pine-nuts con- 
stituted the principal article of food 
of the Piutes in the Winter season, 
and when the crop was short and 
rabbits were scarce there was much 


suffering among the tribe.

Fora 
long time it was supposed that al- 
falfa could only be successfully 
grown in a semi-tropical climate, 
and that froste was fatal to it. But 
from California it spread to Col- 
orado and Utah, where the temper- 
ature is often anything except trop- 
ical, and during the last two or 
three years experiments have been 
made with the plant in many of the 
far Eastern States. At the New 
Jersey State 
mental Station alfalfa has been 
successfully cultivated, and in a 
recent report from that institution 
it is stated that of all the forage 
plants there grown, lucerne is one 
of the enrliest to mature, and, be- 
1 offers other ad vantages which 
few other plants..possess. When 
once well routed it withstands both 
1 | Grouth and frost aa a remarkable 
manner. At the 2 ace referred to 
it was cut three or four times iu the 
season and yielded a large crop 
each time. 

The New York. orld, lu com- 
menting on the subject, says that 
it is well known to most farmers 
that alfalfa flourishes in all the 
Western States, the southwest and 
the South, = as far north as 
Washington, „ but has ino 
many instances Dy in the North- 
ern States east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, especially when grown from 
European seed. It has succeeded, 
however, in New York, when 
grown from California seed. From 
tweoty to twenty-five pounds of 
seed to the acre should be sown, 
and it is also advised to sow in the 

A writer in a recent number of 
the Rural Press also advises sow- 
ing in the Fall, iu time for the 
plants to get a fair start before the 
advent of frosty weather. This 
¢ustom, however, does not seem to 
obtain as yet to any great extent, 
in California at all events. The 
7 chosen most frequently here 
as all reason- 

nger from t shall have 
passed. Alfalfa is alsa recom- 
mended by the same writer as an 
ex sellent corrective for alkali lands, 
and some remarkable successes 
have been achieved in this direc- 
tion. 

It is generally supposed that al- 
falfa. needs large quantities of 
water for its successful growth. 
This is not so. Of course, heavier 
and more frequent crops. can be 
secured where there is plenty of 
water for irrigation. But even with- 
out that aid there is no plant which 
will withstand drought and yield 
heavier crops than alfalfa. Ou the 
dry and arid plains of Kansas it can 
be cut ut least three times each sea- 
son without being irrigated, and 
this is the general experience 
where irrigation is not practiced. 

n Colorado experiments bave 
been made with alfalfa as bee for- 
age and it is said with excellent re- 
sults. The bees leave other bloom 
for this, and the honey is excelled 
| Py none either in flavor or color. 

oney made from alfalfa is even 
said to be far superior to the white- 
sage honey of California, As the 
alfalfa sbould be cut, however, soon 
after it blooms, it would bardiy pay 
to raise the plant for bee feed alone. 
Hence it would be well to have 
several patches aud to cut them at 
| different ti so as to afford as 
tearly a continual succession of 


bloom as possible.
